| Binder Twine Will Now Be Made 
| In Saskatchewan 


Vor many years hundreds of tons 
of flax straw have been burned in 
Saskatchewan yearly, but it was re- 
jported last fall that a precess liad 
}been discovered by taeans of which 
this straw could be utilized cconemi- 
cally in the manufacture of binding 
twinc. Some remarkable samples of 
the products of flax straw under this 
process were on view at Regina, Sius- 
katchewan, at the time. 

It is now announced that an atth- 
orization has been granted under the 
Saskatchewan Companies’ Act for 
the organization and operation of a 
company, with a capitaliztion of $1,- 
000,000, for the purpose of manuf 
turing binder twine, conmmercial 
twine and general cordage from flax 
straw in Saskatchewan under the 
new process. It is estimated that 
from a ton of flax st » 270 pounds 
of twine can be manufactured by 
this process.
